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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tepperet al. 

Tepper et al. disclose a body (10); a first mode imitating a first persona 
and a second mode imitating a second persona, and a manual actuator (28) 
adapted to change a function of the body between the first and the second mode; 
at least one appendage (13) rotatably connected (e.g. the leg 13 at the upper 
end is formed with a disk-like member 56 joined to the leg by a reduced diameter 
portion 57 rotatably arranged within an opening in the doll body- col. 3, lines 21 
27) and the manual actuator (28) is actuated by moving the at least one 
appendage from a first position to a second position (col. 3, lines 33-38); the 
body (10) includes a posterior end (the lowermost portion of reference numeral 
10), the at least one appendage includes a leg (13) adjacent to the posterior end 
(the lowermost portion of reference numeral 10), and the leg (13) includes a foot 
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(the lowermost portion of reference numeral 13, see Figure 1); and the leg (13) 
may be rotated to assume a plurality of rotational positions (the leg is capable of 
assuming a plurality of rotational positions via disk-member 56 and a reduced 
diameter portion 57 when leg 13 is swung upwardly toward the doll's head 15 - 
col. 3, lines 33-34) relative to the body (10). 

Claims 1 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Bart et al. 

Bart et al. disclose a body (11); at least one sensor (contact/impact 
switch), including at least one transition sensor (24); a speaker (27); a controller 
(26); a first mode (a Santa Claus mode); a second mode (a teddy bear mode); a 
transition mode (awaken mode); at least one manual actuator (head rotation) that 
activates the at least one transition sensor (24). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14-48 are allowed. 

Claims 4-6 and 8-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
